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1. On 23 January 1963 the undersigned met with AEABYSSA for a last 
meeting prior to his return to Identity-1, The meeting was arranged through 
C 23 who was also present during the proceedings, 

2* Part of the meeting was devoted to discussing the requirements 
contained in references B and C. Judging by AEABYBS/Vs reaction to the 
reference B requirement, particularly as it concerns FJSTEAL construction 
practices, it was apparent that AEABYSS A has made useful observations on 
this point and has drawn tentative conclusions to this end* f We are sure his 
remarks will make a positive contribution to the reference B guide when he 
is debriefed upon his return in Ju ly 19 63*^ 

3, During the meeting AEABYSSA related some additional experiences . 
he has had with Identity-2 (see previous information supplied in EGFA-36122, n 
9 January 1962). Identity-2 returned to Identity-1 off-and-on through March 
1962 to inspect progress of the concrete work. On one occasion Identity- 2 
called to the attention of AEABYSS/l that a number of the concrete foundation 
problems which were experienced at the building site were the result of 
omissions in the blue prints supplied by the AEABYSS firm* AEABYSSA 
realized that Identity-2* s findings were valid and that the AEABYSS firm 
could have been held responsible for the cost of the modification. Discussing 
the individual points with AEABYSSA and other members of his firm. Identity- 2 
implied or suggested by his actions that he was very fond of Gennan tape 
recorders. Sensing an opportunity for minimizing Identity-2* s report of 
deficiencies, a Telefunken tape recorder was given fc£m':fey the AEABYSS firm, j 
AEABYSSA believed that this gift saved his company a considerable amount of J 
money, AEABYSSA also believes that Identity- 2 would be receptive to further h 
gifts if presented under proper circumstances, Although AEABYSS 71 had ' 
several contacts with Identity-2, he wasjl Dahla t- n -prov lde an asseajgpajpfe, nr -y ^ 
significant personality data on him. He' Wows , however ^/TKatr'Identity- 2 is 
Jewish, married, has two children (a girl circa 11 years old and a younger 
son), and that he is extremely fond of waltz and Jazz music, Identity-2 
speaks some German but his conversations with AEABYSS- 1 were primarily of a 
business nature. He gave AEABYSSA hi® business address and telephone number • 
in the FJSTEAL capital (noted under Identity-2), At our request AEABYSSA ) 
plans to contact Identity-2 in the FJSTEAL capital on Monday, 28 January, 
and give him several recorded tapes of Jazz and waltz music. It is hoped 
that upon his return to Germany AEABYSSA will be able to provide more complete 
biographic and personality information on Identity- 2,

him are requested. We have bean unable to find any information on either 
the telephone number or the organization in our local support materials. 
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5. AEAEYSS/1 departed for FJSTEAL by train on 26 January 1963. He 
has taken with him some 30 crates of diverse construction materials and spare 
parts needed at the erection Site, He expects to spend two, or three days 

-in the FJSTEAL capital and then continue, by $ rain to Identity-2. He anticipates 
returning to Germany for home leave in June or July 1963#
